Volup- 
tuous Rome excelled, under its emperors, 
in all that contributed to force and valor 
before an era of decadence had set in: but 
the institution of slavery. which flourished 
in the palmiest days of Roman supremacy, 
received no genuine setback till primitive 
Christian missionaries enforced the moeni 
ficent doctrine of universal brotherhood 
by preaching the gospel of the Son of God 
and the Son of Man. 

It is impossible to bow in adoration before 
the Christ Child and drink in the spirit of 
cosmopolitanism without seeking to improve 
social and industrial relations, and it has 
only been to the extent that Christendom 
has been unfaithful to the adored ideal 
that it has permitted institutions and prac- 
tices to continue pt are essentially 
hostile to the spirit of it- original inspiring 
genius.
